Family loses home in trailer fire

A mobile home located just north of Didsbury was 
destroyed in a fire last Wednesday. 

At approximately 4 p in., a passerby saw smoke com¬ 
ing from the rental property and called the landowner 
to confirm he wasn’t doing any burning in the area. 

“When we got there, there was heavy smoke and fire 
coming from the middle, to the rear of the trailer," said 
Didsbury Fire Department safety officer, Pat Dodman. 

The mobile home was the residence of 25-year-old 
Robert Oler, his girlfriend 22-year-old Kaylan McCarty 
and a two-year old child. 

Home alone at the time, Oler says he placed a heater 
under the trailer as an attempt to thaw frozen pipes. 

The heater was under the trailer for approximately

three hours when he noticed smoke coming through 
the vent of his residence. 

Oler then ran outside and looked under the trailer, 
where the heater had been placed. 

Seeing smoke and 
flames, Oler says he ran 
to the garage on the prop¬ 
erty looking for the fire 
extinguisher, but couldn’t 
find it, and quickly called 
9-1-1. 

“All I could do was 
stand there and watch it 
burn,” he said. 

Oler says he felt fortu¬ 
nate that he was home 
alone at the time.

Other than smoke inhalation, Oler wasn’t harmed, but 
the family’s pets, a snake and dog were lost in the fire. 

“We tried to get the dog out,...our group went in hut 
we couldn’t find him in the heavy smoke ” said 
Dodman. 

Due to the challenges posed by 40-below tempera¬ 
tures, the Olds fire department and Oarstairs fire 
department were called to assist. 

Dodman says fire crews left the scene nearly four and 
a half hours later, which he explains was due to weath¬ 
er conditions and the fire moving into the rafters, and 
underneath the floor of the trailer. 

“It was really hard to get in there.”

Long-term care replacement 
funding announced 

$300 million to facilities provincewide

The provincial govern¬ 
ment announced that it 
would be investing $.'500 
million into 000 new beds, 
and more than 200 
replacement beds in 
seven new long-term care 
facilities across Alberta 
Jan. 29. 

One of the facilities that 
will benefit from the sup¬ 
plementary funding is 
Didsbury’s planned long¬ 
term care facility replace¬ 
ment. 

“We were hopeful that 
there would be funding, 
so wo were really pleased 
with the announcement,” 
said Marilyn McGregor, 
senior manager for rural 
north, who is responsible 
for health services in 
Didsbury, Airdrie, and 
Strathmore. 

“The staff is really 
excited about this." 

Details regarding the 
portion of the $300 mil¬ 
lion that will be allocated 
for Didsbury's facility, 
have yet to be announced. 

The new facility would 
be a 60-bed unit, located 
between the Didsbury 
Hospital and Aspen Ridge 
Lodge, which would 
replace Didsbury’s pres¬ 
ent 60-bed long-term 
wing. 

“The beds that we have 
right now are not ideal,” 
said McGregor. 


“They’re quite crowded 
and in the new facility, we 
would be looking at the 
new standards, which are 
private bathrooms - a lit¬ 
tle more space, because 
nowadays, most of the

people in long-term 
homes are in wheelchairs 
and have lifts. 

“We have a wonderful

In consultation with 
staff, residents, and resi¬ 
dents' families, an archi¬ 
tectural firm has started 
preliminary design work 
on the facility. 

“Today’s announcement 
responds to (tie pressing 
need for additional long¬ 
term care beds to care for 
Alberta’s most frail and 
vulnerable patients,” said 
Premier Ed Stclmach in a 
prepared statement. “The 
new long-term care beds 
will also ease pressure on 
our acute care hospital 
system by ensuring 
Albertans have better and 
timelier access to the 
most appropriate place¬ 
ment.” 

Alberta Heath and 

Wellness minister Dave 
Hancock says the 

province remains com¬ 
mitted to its ‘aging in 
place’ policy, which pro¬ 
vides continuing care 
services where Albertans 
want to receive them. 

Other long-term care 
projects expected to 

receive funding in the 
Calgary Health Region, 
are the Garrison Green 
Centre, and the 
Strathmore new long¬ 

term care facility. 

Projects in 

Lloydminister, Lacombe, 
Alexandra/Glenrose/Nor 
wood, and a Capital 
Health Region partner¬ 
ship project are also list¬ 
ed as funding recipients.

Make no mistake, two years in power has been no 
small advantage for Stephen Harper and his fellow 
Conservative MPs, putting the opposition parties 
behind the eight ball in terms of the parliamentary 
agenda 

On the other hand, having to rely very heavily on 
the good will of those same opposition parties to 
get things through the House has meant that many 
government plans have l>een waylaid. 

For example, any plans by the party’s more con¬ 
servative elements to institute soci;il policy changes 
in areas such as abortion or gay rights have had to 
be shelved outright. 

Not surprisingly the government has been forced 
to ‘play it safe’ for fear of being kicked out of office 
at the whim of Liberal leader Stephen Dion or even 
NDP chief Jack Layton.

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Election called for March 3

Albertans will be beading to the polls on March .'1 
after Premier Ed Stelmach asked for the provincial leg¬ 
islature to be dissolved and a 28-day election campaign 
to begin. 

The announcement came Monday afternoon, soon 
after Lt.-Gov. Norman Kwong delivered the throne 


speech to open a new session of the legislature. 

For the Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills riding the cam¬ 
paign will feature incumbent Conservative MLA 
Richard Mar/ looking to hold on to his seat for anoth¬ 
er term in the provincial legislature. 

One challenger for the local seat will come in the 
form of Tony Vonesch who will represent the Alberta 
Liberals in the campaign. 

As of Monday’s press deadline the Alberta New 


Democrats had yet to confirm their candidate but the 
party’s official website lists Andy Davies as the individ¬ 
ual slated to carry the party’s banner locally. 

Local candidates for the Wildrose Alliance or the 
Alberta Green party had yet to be announced by The 
Review’s press deadline on Monday afternoon. 

The Review will have more election coverage in the 
coming weeks. 


Holy Trinity school gets pre-election $

The provincial government’s recent 
announcement of $190 million in school 
infrastructure funding is good news for 
proponents of a Catholic school in Olds. 

While the province hasn’t specified 
the exact amount that will be doled out 
to the Red Deer Catholic Regional 
Division for the Holy Trinity School 
project in Olds, the board is hopeful it 
will cover the entire shortfall for a core 
school. 

“The minister has said that he agrees 
with the idea that a permanent core 
structure surrounded by modular class¬ 
rooms is the way to go," explained 
RDCRD chair Christine Moore. “We’ve 
already had the $4 million approved so 
it’s just a matter of how much more we 
need to make that happen." 

The province approved an allotment 
of $4 million in September 200(i for a 
starter school. Since then the division 
decided to pursue a permanent core 
structure which would cost approxi¬ 
mately $<).(> million. 

After a November 2007 meeting with 
education minister Ron Liepert, the divi¬ 
sion amended its three-year capital plan 
putting Holy Trinity School to the top of 
their project list. 

“It became our priority," added Moore. 
“We just vGftited It to he a school like 
any other school and those kids deserve 
it." 

She said the division will be meeting 
with Alberta Education staff in the 
immediate future to finalize the scope of 
the project and determine the allocation 


of appropriate funding. 

“We don’t know the figures yet ... hut 
were absolutely delighted with this 
news," said Moore. “We don’t want to be 
premature hut from what I gather it’s 
looking really good.” 

The board is sticking by its promise to 
have Catholic education available in 
Olds by September 2009. 

While the permanent core school is 
now a virtual given, Moore said if 
required, the division can open the 
school with just the modular classrooms 
w hile the permanent core is completed. 

Overall, she believes the decision by 
the board to pursue the core school is 
proving to be a wise move despite 
another year’s wait for the delivery of 
Catholic education for the Olds- 
Didsbury district. 

“We formed the Catholic district out 
in Olds four years ago, so they’ve been 
really patient," she offered. “But it's 
going to be worth the wait because 
we’re going to have a really beautiful 
school for the students there." 

A permanent core means facilities like 
a gymnasium and science labs could be 
completed during the first phase of con¬ 
struction instead of the second phase as 
originally planned. 

Holy Trinity School will likely start as 
a K-5 school, but if enrolment dictates 
the division will consider a K-8 concept. 

The school will be located in the 
northern portion of the proposed 
Richardson subdivision in the south¬ 
west corner of Olds. Currently, the quar¬ 
ter section is in Mountain View County 
but is the subject of an annexation 
application by the Town of Olds. 


Online scams hit 
Didsbury say RCMP

Didsbury RCMP say they are seeing an 
increase in area residents becoming vic¬ 
tim to online fraud. 

Cst. Robert Newton says January and 
February tend to be prime months for 
the online crime, because during the 
winter months, people spend a lot more 
time on the internet. 

“It’s important that people know about 
these things, and that there is no such 
thing as free lunch." 

One example of a scam, recently used 
on a Didsbury resident, involved an e- 
mail from someone stating they were 
from another country. 

“Somehow someone passes away and 
they have this money that they need to 
get to Canada, and they want you to 
help," said Newton. 

“As the scam goes, they’ll want you to 
open a joint account in both their names. 

They're going to send you a cheque 
worth $18,000." 

But as the cheque clears, the victim is 
expected to send a money order worth 
$16,000, giving the target a $2,000 profit. 

“When their cheque doesn't clear, 
you’re stuck paying the bill - the bank 
comes after you," he said. 

“...the bad guys are making huge 
cash." 

Investigating these crimes is difficult, 
because the subjects typically aren’t 
from the area. 

Newton says the criminals use pay- 


and-talk cellphones with false names, 
giving them the opportunity to ditch the 
account when they realize the police are 
on to them. 

Another common scam, also recently 
used on a Didsbury resident, involves 
websites stealing personal account 
information from legitimate sites. 

“For example, if you have an account 
with Yahoo, they’ll say ‘your account is 
expired,' and it’ll make you re-enter all 
your passwords (and other information) 
before clicking. When you click the link, 
it takes you to a made-up website." 

The fraudulent website takes your 
account information and its owners use 
it to explore your personal e-mails. 

“Now, you’re locked out of your 
account," said Newton, who says it can 
take a long time to reach website admin¬ 
istration and report the crime, because 
the account is free and verifying your 
identity is a complicated process. 

“In the meantime, these guys are get¬ 
ting a lot of information - if you’ve 
bought anything over the internet, or 
used your credit card number for any 
reason." 

Not only that, the scammers are taking 
steps to contact the victim's friends. 

“They'll contact your friends and say 
look. I'm in trouble. I need you to sent! 
me money," he said. 

Often limes, they’ll go after contacts 
that are out of tin 1 country, and not close 
friends, out of fear that they'll call their 
impersonated friend to ask followup 
questions on their monetary request. 


An area structure plan for the subdivi¬ 
sion still needs to be approved by the 
county before any construction can 
commence. 

Moore said the division hopes to make 
a presentation in Olds to present the 
school designs and answer any ques¬ 
tions the public may have. She said they 
hope to arrange an open house soon 
after they meet with the province to 


finalize details. 

According to local MLA Richard Marz, 
the new school will be a benefit to the 
community as Olds and the region sur¬ 
rounding continue to grow. 

“Olds is a high-growth centre,” he stat¬ 
ed. “This new starter school will signifi¬ 
cantly alleviate some of the pressures 
associated with student capacity in Olds 
and its surrounding communities.”
